President’s Column 


Sha’ar ZaTV 


I spent a few weeks sick in bed this 
winter with a bad cold, followed by 
strep throat, followed by the flu. (Luck- 
ily I won Leslie Bergson’s chicken soup 
at the Chanukah party silent auction.) I 
recount my tales of illness not for sym- 
pathy, but to report on daytime TV. 

When I’m home sick, I watch game 
shows. No Geraldo, All My Children, re- 
peats of Mr. Ed, or even the afternoon 
movie for me. Iam a game show addict 
and I’ve always been. When my school 
friends stayed home, they’d watch 
soaps or even do something worth- 
while, like read. Not me—give me a 
host, a buzzer, a question and some 
prizes, and I’ll be healthy the next morn- 
ing. 

With my recent illnesses, I watched 
them all. Imemorized one show’s phone 
number, and once, when very feverish, 
almost called to try out. Realizing how 
far gone I was, I shut the TV off and 
napped. But I came to realize how much 
the shows had in common with CSZ. 

Card Sharks: Here, the host asks one 
player something like “how many 
Olympic athletes of the 100 we surveyed 
are still in shape?” The player picks a 
number, and the other player guesses 
whether the actual number is higher or 
lower. Surveying, although dumb in this 
context, is important for CSZ. Our Long 
Range Planning Committee will be 
seeking input from congregants in the 
months ahead through open meetings, 
surveys or both. To help plan our syna- 
gogue family’s future, we must all par- 
ticipate. 

Concentration: On this show, contest- 
ants try to uncover (and solve) a puzzle 
by matching prizes hidden beneath 
numbered squares. In every game, one 
prize is a great trip. How lucky we were 
this year to haveas our grand prize inthe 
Chanukah raffle a trip to Hawaii. No one 
had to embarrass himself or herself on 
Concentration. 

Family Feud: Here, families compete 
against each other answering questions 
like “name something you'd find under 
the bed.” Although the name implies 
family in-fighting, the game is the oppo- 
site. Families lovingly work toward a 
common goal, though they occasionally 
disagree and may even snap at one 
another. It reminds me of board meet- 
ings. 
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Gong Show: This show was on the air 
quite a few years ago, and should never 
have come back. While I was sick, I 
watched it only once, and then for only 
five minutes. But everyone was in cos- 
tume, just like Purim! (We’ll celebrate 
Purim on March 18. Come as Esther, 
Haman, Mordechai, or Uncle Miltie.) 

Hollywood Squares: Contestants play 
tic-tac-toe. To earnan “X” oran“O,” you 
must agree or disagree with a Holly- 
wood celebrity’s answer to a question. 
Sha’ar Zahavniks could fly to L.A., meet 
the stars and win money for the syna- 
gogue, but let’s let folk singer Ronnie 
Gilbert perform a benefit concert for us 
on May 13. 

Jeopardy: (My favorite.) Jeopardy play- 
ers are given the “answers” to questions, 
and must respond in the form of a ques- 
tion. In the category the Bible, for ex- 
ample, an answer might be, “They were 
Solomon’s parents.” A player would 
respond, “Who were David and 
Bathsheba?” Jeopardy differs from other 
game shows—players win cash, not 
dinette sets, and can thus spend the 
prize on whatever they need. It’s like a 
donation to the synagogue’s general 
fund versus a donation to a restricted 
fund. 

Password and Scrabble: These are word 
games. Password players give clues to 
their partners to guess the secret word. 
Scrabble contestants are given clues and 
letters, and try to guess the secret words. 
Contestants carefully choose their 
words, just as the language of our liturgy 
reflects who we are and what we stand 
for. 

Price Is Right, Sale of the Century, and 
Wheel of Fortune: Contestants shop on 
these shows, buying items I’d never let 
through my front door (there's that di- 
nette set again). Instead, I’d rather have 
Out of Our Kitchen Closets ($12.95), or my 
own Sha’ar Zahav T-shirt ($10) or sweat- 
shirt ($15). To get yours, call the office. 

Relatively Speaking: Contestants are 
the relatives of famous people; panelists 
try to guess who the famous relatives 
are. Once a day, the relative and contest- 
ant appear together. If they stump the 
panel, they win a prize which they do- 
nate to charity. It was easy to see CSZ in 
this show; all we give to, and do for, the 
synagogue is tzedakah. 

Win, Lose or Draw: This is a game of 


Pictionary, which we played at last 
year’s Advance. We had so much fun, 
maybe our newly reconvened Social 
Program Committee will have a Sha’ar 
Zahav Pictionary night soon. Someone 
want to help Marc Mencher out?

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Rabbi’s Column 
Purim Unmasked 


Purim, the Jewish calendar’s Mardi 
Gras, occurs on March 21. Sha’ar Zahav 
will have a Purim service and megillah 
reading on Monday evening, March 20, 
a Purimshpiel and party on Saturday 
evening, March 18, and a children’s 
megillah reading on Saturday afternoon 
at noon. Our Purim service this year will 
be enhanced when we read froma beau- 
tiful megillah, on loan from Milton Estes 
to the synagogue. 

Since most modern authorities agree 
that the Purim story is a fictional ac- 
count, people often ask what the signifi- 
cance of this holiday is. Many of us think 
of Purim primarily as a children’s holi- 
day when we have a chance to wear 
costumes (a good reason for a party!); 
some object to the violence recounted in 
the Purim megillah and would rather 
ignore the holiday. Michael Strassfeld’s 
wonderful book, The Jewish Holidays: A 
Guide and Commentary (Harper and Row, 
1975, highly recommended!), suggests 
several deeper interpretations of the 
Purim story besides a literary farce. 

Purim is a day for wearing (and taking 
off) masks. At the core of the Purim story 
is Esther’s bravery in choosing to come 
out—in order to turn the faceless enemy 
into a real person. She takes off her own 
mask and unmasks Haman’s true char- 
acter. What kind of privilege do we enjoy 
by hiding? At what cost? True meeting, 
the Torah teaches, occurs “face to face.” 

Purim, the “lightest” day of the Jewish 
calendar is sometimes paired with Yom 
Kippur, the “weightiest.” Yom Ki-Pur 
can be translated as “the Day like Pu- 
rim.” On Yom Kippur, we suspend our 
ordinary life-activities, avoid sensual 
pleasure, in order to gain new perspec- 
tive. On Purim, we are invited to the 
opposite extreme. Purim, which comes 
mid-way through the Jewish year, is the 
opposite pole from Yom Kippur. Purim 
is a day of release from constraint and 
self-control “when the superego is 
pushed aside by an untrammeled id.” 
After the pendulum swings to its fur- 
thest point, we return on each occasion 
to the challenge of living—balancing 
our needs for indulgence and release 
against the tasks of sincere self-evalu- 
ation and reflection. 

The instruction to be wild on Purim is 
codified in a clear, legal definition: “one 
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should not be able to distinguish be- 
tween Haman and Mordechai.” 
Strassfeld says that from this state we 
can realize “how easy it is to change 
from Mordechai into Haman, from a 
crusader for justice into simply a cru- 
sader. That is why the Talmud says that 
we fully accept the Torah only on Purim, 
for only when we can mock the tradition 
can we fully accept it. Only then are we 
safe to do so; otherwise we make the 
tradition into an idolatry rather than a 
smasher of idols ...” 

There is another important reason for 
Purim to be on our calendar. Everybody 
needs a break and not everything has to 
be explained, analyzed or probed. So 
let’s have a party.

P.S. We may turn our liturgy, Torah 
and God upside down on Purim, but we 
don’t stop being Jews! An important 
Purim mitzvah is mishloach manot—the 
exchanging of gifts of food with friends. 
Buy something special for the food bas- 
kets on Purim. Even better, put a basket 
or plate together and deliver it yourself. 
I know you don’t always have time in 
your busy schedule to do this; that’s why 
it is especially important for you to do

A World of Difference? 


Thereis widespread disappointment of 
the Anti-Defamation League's “A World 
of Difference” (AWOD) campaign, a 
combination of media programming 
and educational materials aimed at 
fighting prejudice. Many in our commu- 
nity are angered by the ADL’s decision 
not to include homophobia along with 
the racial, ethnic and religious issues 
discussed. 

“In light of violence now directed at 
gays and lesbians,” our own Rabbi Kahn 
stated, “it makes the education of young 
people about homophobia that much 
more urgent. [The ADL] is not willing to 
raise the issue of homophobia as a form 
of discrimination that is as bad as that 
based on race or religion. It is as if itis on 
a second tier.” 

ADL's Poor Track Record 

Sadly, this is not the first time B’nai 
Brith’s Anti-Defamation League has 
demonstrated lack of sensitivity to les- 
bian and gay concerns. 

¢ ADL rejected its own staff recom- 
mendation to file an amicus (friend of 
the court) brief in Watkins vs. U.S. Army, 
considering the equal protection issue 
for gays “not their issue.” On the other 
hand, the American Jewish Congress has 
filed amicus briefs in gay rights cases. 

e ADL has presented awards for 
“promoting tolerance” to anti-gay big- 
ots such as Boston's Cardinal Law. 

¢ B’nai Brith’s ADL threatened to sue 
the fledgling “Gay and Lesbian Anti- 
Defamation League” which was then 
forced to change its name to “Gay and 
Lesbian Alliance Against Defamation.” 
(shades of the “Olympics” case!) 
Nobody Too Different 

Richard Hirschaut, director of the 
ADL’ Central Pacific Region has been 
quoted as saying that people running 
the AWOD campaign “wanted materi- 
als that are not controversial and which 
most people can ... agree on.” 

In a time when judges and legislators 
denigrate the lives of gays and lesbians 
in ways they would no longer dare 
publicly insult Jews or blacks, the ADL 
has chosen to limit its mandate of oppos- 
ing bigotry to “the non-controversial.” 
Furthermore, by tapping into funding 
sources for the AWOD campaign (lo- 
cally the Koret Foundation, Atari and 
Safeway), the well-established ADL has 
effectively denied funding to more in- 
clusive human relations efforts.

Reform Burial in Israel 

The Association of Reform Zionists of 
America (ARZA) has helped to win the 
right to establish Israel’s first Reform 
cemetery. The cemetery will be open to 
all Israeli Jews (Reform or otherwise), 
and will permit families to select the 
religious ritual for the burial service. 

Burial in Israel’s cities is completely 
controlled by Orthodox burial societies, 
which give families little or no say in the 
funeral services, and compel burial in 
shrouds rather than caskets. Last year, 
the Israel Religious Action Center (spon- 
sored by ARZA) established a Reform 
burial society. When its application fora 
permit was turned down, the center 
appealed to the Israeli Supreme Court. 
The day before the court was to hear the 
case, Orthodox authorities changed 
their position and approved the license. 
It is expected that the cemetery will be 
operating later this year. 


Pursuing Justice: The IRAC Hotline 

The Israel Religious Action Center has 
also established a hotline in Jerusalem 
that provides cost-free assistance to 
members of the public in the areas of 
consumer rights and social and religious 
rights. Arab residents of the West Bank 
and Gaza who feel their rights have been 
unfairly curtailed during the intifada by 
Israeli military authorities have turned 
to the hotline.

Social Action Report 


For many of us in Sha’ar Zahav, social 
action is an important way to express 
our personal beliefs in a supportive 
context, to feel that our religious and 
ethnic heritage as Jews and our lives as 
lesbians and gay men can come together 
in a way that will have an impact on 
matters of concern to us. 

In the past year, the Social Action 
Committee has focused its efforts in two 
critical arenas: justice in Central Amer- 
ica and for Central American refugees, 
and the struggle to ensure a responsible 
and fair response to the AIDS epidemic. 
We were active in the fight against 
Propositions 96 and 102, reaching out to 
other synagogues and publicizing the 
dangers of these initiatives in the North- 
ern California Jewish Bulletin. We organ- 
ized an AIDS Activism panel, where 
community leaders shared their ideas 
and inspiration with our congregation. 
The committee raised over $900 from the 
sale of Rosh Hashanah cards for the San 
Francisco Jewish Sanctuary Coalition 
and collected food for Comida, the refu- 
gee food bank, in addition to sponsoring 
a special sanctuary service. 

While continuing these efforts in the 
coming year, your Social Action 
Committee is also exploring new areas 
for involvement, including Israel and 
the Palestinians, homelessness, anti- 
gay/lesbian violence and discrimina- 
tion, the plight of Soviet and Ethiopian 
Jewry, reproductive rights and more. We 
have already begun to formulate a re- 
sponse to the Anti-Defamation League's 
lack of sensitivity to lesbian/gay issues 
in its “A World of Difference” anti-vio- 
lence campaign. 

If you want to be involved in these 
efforts and have a voice in the direction 
we will take as a congregation acclaimed 
for its social activism, we have two ideas 
for you: make a contribution to the 
synagogue’s Harvey Milk Social Action 
Fund so that our work can continue, 
and/or join us at our next meeting, 
which will be on Thursday, March 9, at 7 
pm at the synagogue.

February Va’ad Report 


The February Va’ad meeting was one of 
the busiest in recent months. Despite the 
excused absence of five members, the 
Va‘ad worked on several proposals as 
wellas hearing reports from at least nine 
committees. The meeting, chaired by 
Eric Keitel (Robin was away), began 
with reports of letters thanking Sha’ar 
Zahav for contributions to the AIDS 
Food Bank, San Francisco AIDS Founda- 
tion, the Shanti Project, and two letters 
praising our efforts at the monthly Sun- 
day Kaiser Brunch. 


Ben Schalit gave a brief overview of 
our budget. We are at the mid-point of 
our fiscal year and are running in line 
with our financial expectations. How- 
ever, Ben reminded the Va’ad of the 
continued need for fiscal restraint. Ex- 
penditures for the rebinding of High 
Holiday Machzorim, the purchase of an 
office/entrance intercom system, and 
an industrial vacuum cleaner were ap- 
proved. The Va’ad also voted to contrib- 
ute $500 to the UAHC to fund its AIDS 
education program. 


At this meeting, several important 
policy matters were brought up for a 
vote. The board clarified our policy re- 
garding political notices on the Social 
Action bulletin board. A sign at the top 
will state that items on this board may 
not reflect the official policy of Sha’ar 
Zahav and are presented for informa- 
tional purposes. The board grappled 
with a proposal to modify our Kashrut 
policy. Kashrut, members decided, was 
too important to be voted on by less than 
the entire Va’ad. The proposal was re- 
ferred back to the Ritual Committee to 
be brought again later to a full Va’ad. The 
Bylaws Committee sought Va’ad input 
on several bylaw changes. Since such 
changes are voted upon by the entire 
membership, no votes were taken at this 
meeting. 


The board was asked for its views on 
amending the monetary threshold for 
expenditures requiring Va’ad action. 
Present limits require a Va‘ad vote on 
relatively small sums. Several members 
favored the use of a percentage figure of 
the total budget rather than a set sum. A 
suggestion was made to differentiate 
limits by function. 


A thornier issue is the need to get a 
quorum at the annual meeting. The 
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Va’ad suggested some changes in the 
agenda of the meeting to shorten its 
duration and thus increase attendance. 
The whole quorum question as well as 
write-in votes were brought up. For this 
year the only changes possible are those 
to the agenda. Proposed changes to the 
bylaws will be presented to the congre- 
gation at the annual meeting. 


The Va’ad discussed our response to 
the Anti-Defamation League's program 
“A World of Difference.” This program, 
supposedly designed to teach tolerance, 
completely ignores prejudice toward 
gays and lesbians. The Social Action 
Committee reported that it is probably 
too late to change the program. The 
Va’ad called for a strong letter to be 
drafted by the committee, which would 
express not only our deep dissatisfac- 
tion with the ADL but also our demand 
that in the future, the ADL be more sen- 
sitive to this issue. If, as seems possible, 
the ADL continues its insensitivity, 
Sha’ar Zahav will look into coordinating 
future actions with those other organi- 
zations sharing our concerns. (Many 
Va‘ad members wanted Robin to per- 
sonally meet with ADL administrators.) 


With considerably less passion, the 
Va‘ad decided to: (1) hold our annual 
meeting on Sunday, May 21 at 4pm, and 
(2) to continue oneg sponsorships at $50. 
On the question of a pay telephone for 
members to use, the Va‘ad weighed its 
obvious usefulness against its monthly 
costs and decided to look into the alter- 
native of a separate second line-in for 
415-area calls only. 


The Membership Committee pre- 
sented eight new members who were 
unanimously approved. The report of 
the Cookbook Committee elicited some 
suggestions for increasing our publicity 
while underscoring the very vital need 
to increase sales. Final report of the 
Chanukah Party Committee included 
suggestions for next year’s party. The 
consensus of the Va’ad was that we look 
at an evening function next year as well 
as to begin now to look at possible sites 
and dates. 


The Va’ad adjourned at 9:20 after 
much praise for Eric. This was Eric’s first 
experience leading a Va’ad meeting and 
he did so most skillfully.
